Conditions  of  competition: 

1.  The  winning  variety  must  be  a peony 

a shade  of  delicate  pink,  touched  with  lavender! 
and  not  previously  introduced  into  comnierc<'^ 
Example  of  the  color  may  be  found  in  the  Ro-lt 
Chester  or  Mikado  aster.  ' 

It  must  be  approved  by  the  judges  as  an  im-- 
portant  addition  to  best  existing  varieties.  \ 

2.  The  prize  shall  be  open  for  competition  ] 

from  May  15,  1921,  to  July  15,  1925,  unless  it  i 
be  awarded  before  the  latter  date.  ) 

3.  The  prize  is  to  be  awarded  by  the  Nomen-  ; 
clature  Committee  of  the  American  Peony  So- , 
ciety  for  blooms  shown  at  an  annual  exhibition  ^ 


of  that  Society. 

4.  At  least  three  blooms  must  be  shown,  with 
not  less  than  15-inch  stems,  with  foliage. 

5.  The  winning  variety  is  to  be  named  Pa- 
melia Sisson,  and  a root  of  it  is  to  be  presented 
to  W.  A.  Sisson. 


STATEiMENT 


Possibly  it  may  not  be  of  interest  to  the 
reader,  but  I would  like  you  to  know  that  the 
renting  of  typewriters  and  adding  machines  is 
my  business  primarily  and  to  this  I am  adding 
the  Peony  and  flower  business.  The  two  go  nice- 
ly together,  the  one  having  its  busy  season  in 
the  Winter,  the  other  in  the  Summer,  and  both 
handled  by  correspondence. 

It  became  necessary  for  me  to  remove  from 
Ripon  to  this  small  but  pretty  village  of  Rosen- 
dale  (Rose  Dale),  on  account  of  deaths  in  our 
family. 

The  list  of  peonies  given  in  this  folder  I have 
selected  with  some  care.  I have  tried  to  cover 
the  better  grades  and  cut  down  my  list.  This 
I And  difflcult  to  do.  However,  I think  >nost 
informed  persons  will  agree  that  I have  covered 
the  leading  American  Seedlings  and  the  nost 
sought  for  and  rare  ones  from  across  the  water. 

When  I started  my  collection  not  many  years 
ago,  I was  advised  by  dealers  to  stock  up  with 
the  best  on  the  market.  I paid  little  attention 
to  this  advice  and  selected  varieties  of  low  price. 
A dollar  was  my  limit  and  I considered  that 
amount  with  some  awe,  wondering  who  would 
buy. 

It  Was  not  long  before  I saw  the  folly  of  my 
course.  Joining  the  Peony  Society  and  getting 
in  touch  with  the  growers  soon  made  me  ac- 
quainted with  the  new  and  rare  Seedlings  which 
I found  there  was  a good  demand  for.  Mine 
being  a one  man  business,  I decided  to  conflne 
my  labors  to  the  rare  and  high-priced  sorts.  It 
is  just  as  easy  to  grow  a hundred  dollar  peony 
as  to  grow  a twenty-flve-cent  one. 

I still  carry  a line  of  the  leading  popular- 
priced  peonies,  something  over  two  hundred,  not 
mentioned  in  this  folder.  Many  of  them  will 
hold  their  own  with  any  of  the  most  expensive 
varieties.  For  iustapce,  Festiva  Maxima,  sold 
by  some  dealers  as  low  as  twenty-five  cents, 


will  compare  very  favorably  with  Mrs.  Edward 
Harding  at  one  hundred  dollars.  Everyone  has 
the  former,  few  have  the  latter,  hence  the  wide 
difference  in  price.  There  are  so  many  excel- 
lent peonies  among  the  low-priced  ones  that  I 
am  always  glad  to  fill  orders  for  any  of  them, 
but  I do  not  dig  a root  for  less  than  a price  of 
one  dollar. 

Allow  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  Sisson 
Memorial  Prize  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  a new 
pink  peony,  as  published  in  our  last  Bulletin 
and  which  is  reprinted  in  this  Folder.  I trust 
that  all  growers  of  Seedlings  will  try  for  this 
prize.  As  stated  by  our  Secretary,  the  rules  of 
competition  may  be  modified.  Even  the  color 
might  be  changed.  I should  like  to  hear  from 
all  interested  with  their  recommendations. 

Any  person  that  receives  this  folder  will 
probably  know  the  general  rules  for  planting, 
etc.,  so  I need  not  cover  here.  I will  be  glad  to 
receive  orders  any  time  during  the  year,  but  no 
orders  will  be  filled  until  Fall,  beginning  Sep- 
tember first.  In  writing  me,  kindly  remember 
that  I do  not  do  a wholesale  business  and  I do 
not  compete  with  other  firms  for  orders  so  do 
not  send  me  lists  to  quote  prices  on.  I have  but 
one  price  and  that  is  the  market  price.  My 
prices  herein  are  subject  to  change  without 
notice. 

The  above  will,  naturally,  cut  down  my  cus- 
tomers to  perhaps  not  a large  number  of  per- 
sons or  firms,  who  are  interested  in  the  rarest 
and  best  peonies  and  to  such  I shall  be  glad  to 
correspond  with.  I guarantee  my  stock  true  to 
name.
